NEW DELHI, March 30. 


—(IP)—Leaders 
of 
India's 


major political parties an- 


i nounced today they would 
" make known their decision 


on the British proposal to 
grant India dominion status 
after the war either tonight 
or tomorrow. 


Executive meetings of the All- 
India Congress party, the major 


'• Hindu organization, and tho Mos- 
lem league were In progress to- 
day. 
In the congress and In some oth- 


er circles, disappointment was ex- 
pressed over Sir Stafford Crlpps' 
announcement that the defense of 
the 
teeming 
sub-continent must 
remain In Britain's hands during 
the war. 
Sir Stafford, explaining to the 
Indian people the proposals he has 
laid before their leaders in a week 
of conferences, broadcast tonight 
a speech in which he said that 
"the British people wished to glvo 
India tho same 
constitution 
Great Britain." 


• • t "We can not here and now set 
About forging a constitution for 
India," he .declared. "That is too 
^•important to improvise In a hur 
JBrled way. 
Tha new constitution 
•jvmust be agreed upon by the Indian 
people themselves." 


He declared that If the Indian 


people required any help In the 
constitution of their new govern- 
. ment, Britain would gladly give It. 
$ 
"The defense of India Is being 
dealt with as a part of the world- 
wide defense against aggression/' 
he said. 
Sir Stafford added that he has 
proposed that India's commander 


- in chief, Gen. Sir Archibald 
P. 


Wavell, should retain his position 
as 
a 
member of the executive 


council. 
"We have Invited the appoint- 


ment of a representative of the 
Indian government to take a posi- 
tion In the war cabinet," he add- 
ed. "When the war Is over India's 
representatives 
will 
take 
their 
places side by fide with those of 
other free nations 
in 
order to 
make her own contribution to the 
building of a new world order." 


"Our proposals are definite and 
precise," he said. "If they are re- 
jected nothing can be done until 
after the war." 


Final Triumph. 


The final triumph for the cause 
of 390,000,000 varied, contentious 
Inhabitants of the great sub-conti- 
nent still depended, however, on 
three things. 
First was the stipulation 
in 
Britain's offer, announced yester- 
,v day by Sir Stafford Cripps, her 
f 
I emissary of freedom to India, that 
self-rule must await until after 
the war which, even now, threat- 
ens her with Invasion. 
Then, India must decide that 
the offer of Britain's war cabinet 
U acceptable. 
And her bickering 
patchwork 


of minorities must work out a 
formula to make Independence a 
working reality. 
The first 
Indication was thr.t 
the British plan would be accept- 
able although Mohandas K. Gand- 
hi, the wizened little leader 
In 


whom India's struggle has become 
personified, was reported as wary 
that the proposal would keep In- 
dia from attaining full political 
integrity. 
In brief, Sir Stafford's announce- 


ment envisaged a new Indian Un- 
ion after the war which would bo 
a dominion within the British Em- 
pire with the right, if it chooses to 
socedo. 


Until the war's end, however, 
vast India's defense would remain 
under British control and Britain 
would expect her people to mar- 
shal all their manpower and re- 
cources to boat off the enemy al- 
/ 
ready based In the Andaman Is- 
\ 
lands and In Burma.

Sir Stafford's outline held forth 
' 
the possibility of two autonomous 
\ Indias—one for the 77,000,000 Mas- 
/ lems, a big minority, and the oth- 
' er for the dominant 240,000,000 


Hindus. States or provinces which 
do not adhere to the new constl- 


Lutlon, he said, could agree on a 
'parate constitution which Brlt- 
n would recognize as having the 


same full status as the Indian Un- 
ion. 


The machinery, he said, would 
bt through an Indian constitution- 
al congress with which Britain 
would sign a treaty to "cover all 
necessary matters' arising out of 
the complete transfers of responsi- 
bility from British to Indian hands.

Vote Immediate 


End For Strike 


FALL RIVER, Mass., March 80. 


—(/P)—Textile 
workers 
whoso 


week-old strike closed 
18 mills, 


voted today to return to work im- 
mediately. 
Settlement of the strike, started 


by 1,500 members of the American 
Federation of Textile Operatives, 
an independent union, 
was 
an- 


nounced by William Doster, chair- 
man of the emergency 
strikers' 


committee, made up of delegates 
of three affiliated craft unions. 


Doster said the 
terms 
under 


which the mass meeting voted to 
settle the strike would be announc- 
ed later. 
The work stoppage had thrown 


10,000 employes off the Job, halt- 
ing work on a number of govern- 
ment contracts. 


WASHINGTON, Mar. 30. 


—OP)—Senator 
Reed 
(R- 


Kan) told the senate today 
that workers on war and 
defense projects had been 
forced to pay "at leas*t $30,- 
000,000" in fees to labor 
unions. 


The Kansas Republican senator 
said his estimate was based upon 
personal investigations 
of union 
charges on a defense project near 
his home city of Parsons, Kans., 
as he urged congressional approval 
of his bill which would make it 
illegal to require union membership 
for a Job on any project financed 
with federal funds. 


Reed urged a senate judiciary 


subcommittee to make a complete 
Investigation of what he termed 
"scandals" and "racketeering ele- 
ments" In unions on various de- 
fense projects under the army en- 
gineer corps. 


The senator said that on the 


ordnance project near his home 
city that common 
laborers had 


been forced to pay a $12 initiation 
fee and $2 monthly dues to a local 
of the International Hod Carriers 
Union of the American Federation 
of Labor. 


Smells to High Heaven. 


He said In a lengthy prepared 
speech that this union "is not only 
notorious, but is obnoxious and of- 
fensive and smells to high heaven." 


Reed told the senate that this 


single project netted unions about 
$216,000 in fees of various kinds 
"based on my personal investiga- 
tion." He said a similar computa- 
tion on all projects under the army 
engineer corps 
Indicated that a 
widespread "closed shofo" program 
for AFL construction 'trade unions 
had cost workers $30,370,903. 
The senator said this was based 


on an initiation fee of $25 for com- 
mon laborers and truck drivers, 
$50 for carpenters, and $100 for 
electricians and plumbers. 
"I do not know how much was 


actually collected," 
the 
senator 
said. "Nobody knows but the labor 
union officers, and they do not tell 
anyone, not even the members of 
their unions. They do not have to 
report to anyone and the only way 
to disclose the exact amount would 
be through a thorough and exhaus- 
tive Investigation..." 


Reed said that his investigation 


—made while ho was resting under 
doctor's orders—disclosed 
"waste, 
extravagance, 
slow-downs, 
over 


time, and inefficiency were rife In 
virtually 'all plant construction." 


The senator said that union lead- 
ers from both the AFL and Con- 
gress of Industrial Organizations 
had appealed to him for a full in- 
vestigation of these complaints and 
they also had appealed to "William 
Green, the weak president of the 
AFL," without success. 
"Honest courageous 
leadership 


would demand a house-cleaning," 
he continued. "Unfortunately, the 
American Federation of Labor does 
not now possess such leadership." 
The senator said he had been a 


long-time friend of organized labor 
but was willing "to Impose restric- 
tions upon some labor practices" 
because he regarded 
this In the 
"general public Interest." 


Claims Japs Use Poison Gas. 
CHUNGKING, China, March 30. 


—(/P)—A Chinese high command 
communique charged today 
that 
Japanese forces attempting to cap- 
ture 
Toungoo, Burma, had used 


poison gas In their attacks. 


The Chinese had expected the 


use of gas and were not taken by 
surprise, tho communique added. 
The Chinese reported earlier that 
they had captured a number of 
gas masks after dislodging a Jap- 
anese for.ce from one position.

Mrs. N. S. Hamilton, 1662 West 
Fifth avenue, vividly recalled In 
an Interview today events that 
took place more than three-quar- 
ters of a century ago. 


Mrs. Hamilton was born In Put- 
man county, Tennessee, In 1848, 
during the administration of Pres- 
ident James K. Polk, and was 12 
ytars of age at the outbreak of 
the Civil War.

I called 
tho 
extreme

cooking salt, pointing out that her 
parents woro forced to go to Illi- 
nois by wagon to secure necessary 
supplies. 


She was married to Mr. Hamil- 
ton In 1868 and came to Texas 
the following year.

Mississippi river and up tho Red 
river. 
They 
landed 
at Shreve- 
port, 
and 
after 
a trip 
over- 


land by wagon, settled at Starr- 
vllle In East Texas. 


Mr. and Mrs. Hamilton later 
moved to a community near Tylor 
and In 1879, Just a year before 
James A. Garfleld became presi- 
dent of tho United States, thoy 
came to Navarro county, settling 
in the Black Hills section north 
of Corsicana. 
At that time, she 


recalled, Corsicana 
had 
only a 
small wooden courthouse and two 
or throe business establishments. 
"Thoro wasn't a railroad In the 
country," she said. 
Mrs. Hamilton is still very ac- 


tive, being skilled In practically 
all kinds of cloth work and quilt 
piecing. She Is the mother of ten 
children, four of whom still sur 
vive.

Martin Outlines 


Methods To Use 


In Winning War 


TULSA, Okla., March 
80.—(P)— 


Rep. Joseph W. Martin, Jr., re- 
publican national chairman, said 
today the first requisite to win- 
ning the war is the spirit of con- 
fdence and victory In the whole 
nation. 


This means, he told a rally of 


Oklahoma republicans, confidence 
In the capacity and the determi- 
nation of the government to car- 
ry out efficiently the strategy, the 
planning, the 
procurement, 
the 


production and the delivery of tho 
necessary Implements and muni- 
tions of war. 


To speed up the achievement of 


maximum war production and mil- 
itary operations, he suggested that 
the government: 


"Draft the most competent men 


and women In the nation to head 
all phases of the administration 
of the war production program.

Hindus said Hitler cannot con- 
quer Russia, bringing to his listen- 
ers an optimistic report on the 
people's' capacities for continued 
resistance. He presented a glow- 
Ing picturo of a Russia psycholog- 
ically and materially prepared for 
war. 
In every collective farm ha 
sees a fortress, In every peasant 
a potential guerilla and saboteur, 
In ovcry worker a front lino light- 
r. 


Discusses Russia. 


In his address he marshaled the 


facts that explain Russia and Rus- 
sia's resistance to Germany. Ad- 
mitting that Russia Is perhaps the 
most difficult country In theworlc 
to understand, Hindus explained 
some of tho reasons why tho na- 
tion is an enigma to so many 
people. 
First, he told his audi- 
ence, tho language Is difficult and 
no one man can know a people 
unless he knows 
the languago. 


Second, and 
very Important, Is 


the fact that Russia is the largest 
country in both Europe and Aslu, 
making it both European and Asi- 
atic.

Tho country 
Is perhaps the only one in history 
which prepared not only to fight 
invasion but occupation. 
This one 


factor Is of great military signifi- 
cance, according to the speaker.

tal to our defense as the armed 
forces In the army and navy, and 
that It was unfair to our boys 
who are fighting our battles to 
deny them these materials, which 
are as vitally necessary as man- 
t 


power and every vote that I havo 
cast in congress upon this ques- 
tion has been for the prevention 
of strikes, and I have actively and 
aggressively supported this post 
tlon with my voice and vote. 
"On June 6, 1941, I Introduced 
a bill (H. R. 4939) in the house, 
and Senator Connally introduced 
a ^similar bill in the senate, relat- 
ing to the use and operation by 
tho United Stated of plants in tho 
Interest of national defense, and 
I made a speech upon the bill In 
the. house, and also, together with 
Senator Connally, spoke on a na- 
tion-wide i radio hook-up, on 
the 
American Forum of the Air, on 
June 1, 1911, in support of 
this 


bill. 
The bill passed the senate 


\ but was defeated in the house. 
"On November 10, 1941, I intro- 


duced another anti-strike bill (H. 
R. 6070), but was unable to so- 
euro its consideration by the house. 
"The house did pass, on Decem- 


ber 3, 1941, by n vote of 252 to 136, 
the so-called Smith anti-strike bill, 
which was termed drastic by the 
labor leaders, but which bill would 
have solved the problem of strikes 
had It become a law, but the sen- 
ate has never yet acted upon this 
bill. 
I voted for the bill (sec 


Cong. Rec., pages 9637-9G3S), 
and 


also spoko in support of the bill 
isee Cong. Rec., page 9633.)
